DEPARTURE OF GOVERNOR SC OTT.

The Blue Ridge Railroad Interest—The
Citizens who Accompany the Gover-
nor—Good Urder Throughout the State
on Election Day—Interview of Promi~
nent Democrats with Gevernor Scott—
The Views !‘.xl:presud, &e.

Governor Seott, who goes North with the
view of completing some financial srrange-
ments of the State, and also in the interests of
the Blue Ridge Railroad, leaves the city by
the Northeastern Railroad thismorning. Heis
sccompanied by (he following gentlemen:
Gen. J. W. Harrison, President of the Blue
Ridge Railroad; Hon. F. A. Sawyer, and
Messrs. Henry Gourdin, James H. Taylor,
W. 8. Hastie, W. H. Trescott, and W. A. Cour-
tonay.

Ttie departure of the Governor is the strone-
est evidence of the peace and tranquillity of
affairs in the State. The Governor, Wé learn,
expressed himself as perfectly salisfied and
pleased with the quiet and order that accom-
panied and succeeded the late election. Anom-
ber of leading Democrats in the up-country,
after the resnlt was announced, waited on the
Goverpor and declared their determination to
accept cheerfully, and abide by, the decizion
of the people. They signitied their readiness
to stand by and support the State government
in its acts, and to use all their irfluence in in-
ducing the people throughout the State to do
hkewise. They expressed their convietion
that the happiuess of our peop:e aud future
prosperity of the State deponded ugon a uneni-
mous and hearty support of the government,
and reliance upon the ballot box alone in the
future as a remedy for tho evils of unwise
legislation.

Inreply the Governor expressed the great
pleasure their visit had given him, and his
belief that this nction on their part would do
more to restors unanimity among our people,
sud place the credit of the State where it
deserves to bz, than any speciul poiitical ex-
pression or doctrine could ever poseibly effect.
He expressed the belicf, owing to the smali
debt of the State in comparison with tlhe lia-
bilities of others, that with a successful ad-
ministration of the Siute governmenl and ac-
quiescence snd harmony among the people,
South Carolina, by internal improvements and
otherwise, must in & short time become finan-
cially one of the foremost States of the Union,
a8 she was already from her climate and geo-
graphical position one of the most atirictive.
He thought that the Blue Rid ;e Riilroad en-
terprise—an enterprise of so much import-
ance both to North and South—could not fail
to'command the attention of railrond men and
capitalists ef the North, destined, as h2 be-
lieved it was, to ben great connecting link of
the line of railroads across the conlinent from
the Atlaptic to the Pacific coast.

LUMBIA AND AvGUSTA Rarnnoan CodpaNy—
AnouMEST oF JupgE MagraTa.—In this case,
on Saturday, Hon. A. G. Magrath closed the
argument before Justice Willard, He snpport-
ed the jurisdiction of the Associate Justice in

an application for provisional injunction, on

the ground that it was consistent with tho
practice in this State, and in accordance with
the exact words of the act of 1868 und Lhe new
constitution. He contended thab provisional
injunction was the proper remedy in this case;
that if the party injured sho sed clear title, und
the trespassers Lad none, the cour: would not
inquite into the nature of tho injury; and inre-
ward toirreparablo injury, it was nol nccessarily
that for which dumages coun!d not be obt:ined,
but might be that for which damages, if ob-
taine?, wou!d make no adequate compensation.
As to the matter of res judecaie, nothing had
been decided but what was contaived in the
docree ia the previous casc, and the injorics
now complained of were not committed at that
time. ‘Lherights of the South Carolina Rail-
road Company were exclusive, both as to their
track and right of way, The rights of the Co-
lumbia and Amgusta Railroad Company were
only such 23 ther conld excicise without detri-
ment to other rights alraady vested. To grant
the rights claimed by the Columbia and Angus-
ta Railroad Company wotld be to concede that
they might absorb the Sou'h Carolina Railroad
Company—:1 they should find it convenient lo
do so. Even if the State could grant the right
to the Columbia and Augusta Railroad to lake
the track or right of way of the South Carclina
Railroad, she had not done so, and that was
fatal to the respondents; but the State had not
that power, bacause such an act would bein
violation of the provision o! the United States
Constitution prohibiting the States from mak-
ing any law impairing the obligation of con-

tracts.
